NATIVE POLITICIANS ‘SUFFRAGE WORKER 


“IN BRITISH INDIA ARE 
PRAIOED FOR WORK

LON DON—Sir Bampfylde Fuller, for- | 
merly governor of eastern Bengal, spoke 
recently at a meeting of the Royal In- 
stitute on the nations of the east and, 
the difference of their outlook from that | 
of the people of the west. Of India, and 
ot the progress which had been mani- 
fested in that country of late years, Sir 
Bampfyldé spoke hopefully. | 

The importance of the visit of the king- | 
emperor in allaying, as it alore had one, | 
the unrest of the people could not be | 
overestimated, In the king, the er 
beheld an authority which thev couldgac- 
knowledge whole-heartedly without loss | 
of self-esteem, an authority which by its | 
magnitude and dignity wiped out the pet. | 
tiness of distinctions between officials 
and non-officials, between Europeans and 
Indians, The actual presence of the king- 
emperor in their midst had evoked that 
deep-lving and innate feeling of loyalty 
inspired in the masses by a hereditary 
sovereign, 

In the matter of social reform, Sir 
jampfylde Fuller prognosticated a very 
beneficial influence from the presence of 
intelligent public opinion on the councils 
of state. Without these beneficial -ze- 
sults, political privileges would be like 
blosfoms that are seedless. Though 
thoughtful Indians had fully recognized 
the urgency of social problems, they had | 
had the embargo of immemorial custom | 
to hinder their endeavors. And besides | 
this, the antagonism to the manners and 
customs of the invaders of Asia had tied | 
the hands of the government in any re- | 
forms which affected domestic life or re- 
ligious belief. The present time, how- | 
ever, saw Indian politicians in the recon- | 
stituted legislative councils, initiating | 
proposals on such matters as the reform 
of the marriage laws. | 

The presence of the Indians on the | 
councils promised to bring about a blend- | 
ing of the native qualities of acuteness, | 
knowledge and patriotism with that ca. | 
pacity for practical administration which | 
characterized the British race. The lib-| 
eration of women, the most potent of tho | 
reforms which were sweeping the east, 
had already, in spite of the immense dif- 
ficulties which beset its path, begun to 
open the doors of the harems of India. 


FLECTORAL REFORM 
IN FRANCE URGED ON 
CATE BY PREMIER 


(Special to the Monitor) 

PARIS, France—M, Poincare, the 
prime minister and minister for foreign 
affairs, explained the attitude of the gov- 
ernment to the special commission ap- | 
pointed by the Senate to consider the bill 
passed Jast summer for electoral reform. | 

Referring to the bill for electoral re- 
form on the basis of the scrutin de liste 
and proportional representation, M. Poin- | 
care explained that from the point of | 
view of the government, the most satis- 
factory method of securing the represen- 
tatyon of minorities is to enact that in a 
department which five, six, or 
seven deputies, each party which has ob- 
tained one fifth, one sixth sev- 
enth of the votes, shall have the right 
to one seat. 

He further explained, that the cabinet 
had come to the conclusion that it would 
be impossible to find any other system 
equally satisfactory, although it was pos- 
sible that after the principle had been 
adopted a simpler method might be found | 
of assigning the remainder of the seats 
than that of the bill passed by the cham- 
ber. Other methods had, he said, been 
proposed by the government, and they 
were perfectly ready to consider further |

The prime minister_hoped that the 
measure would be pushed forward and 
that it would be passed, by a large Re- 
publican majority. He further declared | 
that if the cabinet were determined to | 
support the measure and that if it wine’ 
altered by the Senate to any great extent, 
the cabinet would endeavor to obtain as 
large a Republican support as possible, 
for they were determined to fulfil their 
pledges to Parliament, and had decided 
to stake their existence on the bill. |

Speaking of wheat mainly, it is almost impossible for those 
removed from the area of production to grasp its extent. At the 
port of Buffalo just now a condition exists which brings the produc- 
tivity of the nation in this particular more vividly to view than could 
any array of ordinary figures. Buffalo is the eastern outlet for the 
traffic of the Great lakes, and inside the breakwater that forms the 
boundary of its outer harbor there are now lying three miles of 
giant grain-laden freighters waiting an entrance to the inner harbor 
and the docks that they may discharge their cargoes.- Never before 
in the history of the port, the despatches tell us, has there been such 
a bleckade at Buffalo. The fleet of fifty-three vessels carries 15,000,- 
000 bushels of grain, almost entirely wheat. In the meantime there 
are twenty vessels discharging in the inner harbor, and a score of 
vessels are due from upper lake ports before navigation closes for 
the winter. From 500 to 1000 carloads of wheat a day will be trans- 
shipped from Buffalo to Atlantic points during the next three 
months. This will still leave an immense volume of the cereals to 
be shipped by canal in the spring. 

There is complaint to the effect that the railroads are not at 
present supplying a sufficient number of cars. This comes from the 
elevator interests. The railroads, on the other hand, claim that 
there is no car shortage. Possibly both complaints are well 
erounded. An explanation is to be found in the fact that the nation 
is growing faster than ifs rail transportation facilities.
